— Accor be P 
"ist abandoned the negociations after receiving the p er 
e Mexicans to allow him more than five days to cons er. <i 
istice was then declared at an end, and hostilities suonta Be 
n the 8th September, General Scott attacking the Mola Sio fe 
or King’s Mill, in the immediate vicinity of Chapultepec. n 
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Of the general results of the last battle it is impossible to form 
any idea, partly because the fighting was not ât an end when the 
mail came away from New York, and partly because the account 
received was furnished in private letters only from Spanish 
Mexicans, who necessarily give a colouring to affairs as unfa- 
vourable as possible to the Yankees. One thing, however, seems 
certain, the city of Mexico after being bombarded, and a great 
portion of it laid completely in ashes, is in the hands of the 
enemy. A correspondent, writing on the subject of the assault, 
thus graphically describes it ; — 


On the morning of the 14th, before day-light, the enemy, with a 
part of his force, commenced his march upon the city. Our soldiers, 
posted behind the arches of the aqueducts and several breast-works 
which had been hastily thrown up, annoyed him so severely, together 
with the trenches which he had to bridge over, that he did not arrive 
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the Mexican capital. The enemy then changed his plan, and de- 
termined to enter the city, where we were prepared to meet him, 
| having barricaded the streets with sand bags, and provided on the 
| house-tops and at the windows all who could bear arms or hurl mis- 
| siles, stones, bricks, &c., on the heads of the enemy. Before Gen. 

Scott had fairly passed the gates he found the difficulty of his posi- 
tion. A perfect torrent of balls and stones rained upon his troops. 
Many were killed and more wounded. Still he kept advancing until 
he gained the entrance of two streets leading direct to the Plaza. 
Finding that he could not oppose himself to our soldiers, who were 
all posted out of sight, and that he was losing his men rapidly, Gen. 
Scott took possession of the convent of San Isidor, which extends 
back to the centre of a block, and at once set his sappers and miners 
to cutting a way directly through the blocks of buildings. In some 
instances whole houses were blown up to facilitate his progress; but 
after several hours he again emerged into the streets, and finally re- 
pened the Plaza with great loss. On entering the Plaza a hea 
ire was opened on him from the palace and cathedral, which were 
filled and covered with our patriotic troops. Finding himself thus 
assaulted, the enemy drew out his force in the Plaza, and opened a 
cannonade on the palace and cathedral, firing over 100 shots, which 
did immense damage to the buildings, ʻand caused a severe loss of 
killed and wounded. Seeing further resistance useless, our soldiers 
ceased firing, and on the 16th of September (sad day!) the enemy 
was in possession of the Mexican capital.

In Pee een 
whole blocks were destroyed, and a great number of en es 
and children killed and wounded. The picture was awful. hed 
deafening roar filled our ears, one cloud of smoke met our eyes; ike 
and then mixed with flame, and amid it ail we could heat the ra te 
shrieks of the wounded and dying, Butthe city bravely ane ae 
hundreds of flying shells. It hurled back defiance to the Sake 
thirsty Yankee, and convinced him that his bombs could not 


The possession of the capital, though a necessary result,’ is a very 
doubtful advantage. The pride of the Mexicans is wounded by 
the calamity ; they will sink their differences, and rise as one man 
to avenge a calamity by which all are alike sufferers, General 
Scott is evidently a brave and a skilful soldier, but he has not 
now to learn that a town is often as dangerous as a lee shore. The 
plains and the mountains are to an army what the open sea is to 
aship. Had our generals been better acquainted with that fact, 
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the occupation of Cabul would not have been treated as an advan- 
tage; and we should not have had to mourn the massacre of 
thirteen thousand troops and followers. General Scott is very 
remote from his base of operations. He was dependent on 
Mexico, during the armistice, for all his supplies. He could cal- 
culate on no accession of a commissariat from his rear; he could 
find nothing in the country which his army devastated to supply 
his immediate wants. 'The people of Mexico, therefore, are his 
only commissariat, and if they resolve no longer to regard him as 
a customer his case will become desperate. i i 
Hitherto the sympathies of the people of Great Britain have 
been entirely with the Mexicans. The points from which 
we are accustomed to contemplate distant wars are not 
always the most favourable for a clear view of affairs, We 
abhor aggression; we adopt the cause of the weaker party; we 
disrelish all innovations upon abstract liberty, and we do not at 
all fancy the triumphs and aggrandisement of nations which give 
us grounds of commercial jealousy. The French conquests in 
Algeria are an eyesore to Englishmen, and Abd-el-Kader a pet 
hero, because he has hitherto escaped the chasseurs of the Due 
d@’Aumale. In like manner American progress towards the 
South raises our bile, and Santa Anna enjoys our hearty good 
wishes. We dare say France and America return the compli- 
ment, by viewing the extension of our East India empire with 
special disapprobation. Let each party examine the advances of 
the other with a less jaundiced eye, and the sympathy must in- 
evitably incline the other way. What was the state of Mexico 
„before America asserted her pretensions to any part of the 
country ? What has been her condition from the date of the con- 
quest by Fernand Cortez? Slavery, submission, treachery, dis- 
union ; a return to all the hideous practices which revolted civi- 
lised man in the days of the Montezumas, Cruelty, avarice, 
slothfulness, the indulgence of the foulest passions, the oppression 
of the weak, the insecurity of life and property, the universality 
of gambling, bull fights, and other pastimes of a brutalising and 
degrading character; these were the main features of Mexican 
society until foreign invasion concentrated the attention of the 
Mexicans upon the defence of the territory, and hallowed the war 
by investing it with the character of patriotism. Could we hope 
that the achievement of a state of independence would restore the 
Mexicans to virtue, and favour the progress of human enlighten- 
ment, we could afford to give them our cordial adhesion, and fer- 
vently pray for their success. The past, however, forbids the 
expectation of a bright future ; we can no more hope that a pure 
Mexican government would struggle to emulate the humanising 
exertions of the European Powers, than we could have anticipated 
from the successes of the Sikhs, had Providence permitted such 
an issue to their aggression, the abolition of snttee and infanticide, 
Moreover, there is a destiny in the southern progress of the 
Anglo-Saxon race which swarms the continent of North America, 
which it seems almost an act of impiety to doubt, and a piece of 
social impolicy to resist, however interested we may be, as a na- 
tion, having pecuniary claims on Mexico, in her ultimate means 
of liquidation. Where Nature has established no decided boun- 
daries, the government of a great continent cannot hope for that 
perfect tranquillity which is indispensable to the consolidation of 
its strength, the uninterrupted dissemination of healthful know- 
ledge, and the encouragement of the arts of peace. The position 
of the United States is parallel with that of the English in India, 
Security is only to be found inthe gradual annexation and absorp- 
tion of the territories of restless neighbours, until impassable 
mountains and the boundless ocean form the limits of the vast 
empire. We do not say that this onward progress is free from 
violations of justice, or that very much wrong is not often per- 
petrated on the plea of expediency ; still, inasmuch as the ad- 
vance is unavoidable, and we firmly believe fertile of ultimate 


human good, we shall not repine if Mexico fails to regain her 
ndependence. 
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Tue Revenue or tHE Uniten Srares, — The “ Washington 
Union” has the following summary respecting the working of the 
tariffs of 1842 and 1846: — We publish a table, procured from the 
Treasury, of the receipts for duties in the principal ports for part of 
the present month, showing an excess already, under the tariff of 
1846, over the same period under the tariff of 1842, of more than 
800,000 dols. The excess for the first quarter in the first fiscal year 
under the tariff of 1848, already exceeds the same quarter under the 
tariff of 1842 upwards of 3,500,000 dols. ‘The revenue from customs 
for the first quarter of the first fiscal year, under the tariff of 1846, 
will exceed 11,000,000 dols. 


Sratistics or Paurenism. — The population of Sweden amounts 
to about 3,500,000 souls, and has only three mendicants in every 400 
persons, while in Norway they reckon 5 out of every 100; in Den- 
mark, 4; in Wurtemberg, 5; in Switzerland, 10; in Italy, 13; in 
France, 15; and in the British Isles collectively, 17, although in 
England separately there are oniy 10. In France, the number of 
foundlings supported at the expense of the state was, in 1844, 
123,394, demanding an annual outiay of 6 707,829f, 12¢., or 54°. 6c. 
ahead. In Paris, the charitable establishments afford relief to 95,009 
paupers. At Berlin, the number. of mendicants has become doubled 
between 1822 and 1846; the number of families in that capital sup 
ported by charity has inereased from 2990 to 3445. In London, it 
is computed that there are 25,000 persons who daily practise mendi- 
city or robbery, 

Junces or TEE Supseriorn Courrs.— There are, it seems, in the 
United Kingdom, 51 Judges of the superior courts—22 in England, 
16 in Ireland, and 13 in Scotland. The judges of the inferior courts, 
exclusive of the county court judges in England, number 312, In 
England the salaries of the 22 judges of superior courts amount to 
229,081/.; the judges of the Court of Chancery, five in number, 
amount to 33,000/, The Lord Cnancellor has 10 0002, the Master of 
the Rolls 7000., Vice-Chancelior of England 6000., and the two 
Vice-Chancellors 50002 The salaries of the judges of the Court of 
Queen's Bench are stated at 28,0007, ‘The Lord Chief Justice has 
8000/., and the four puisne judges 5000/. eacn. The salaries are the 
same in the Court of Common Pleas, and elso in the Court of Ex- 
chequer, with the exception of the chief baron, why has 70v0L T'he 
Judge of the Court of Admuralty has 40004, and the avı rage emolu- 
ments of the judve of the Prerogative Court are returned at 35770. 

Posr Orrick Reautatioxs,—The “ Gazette” of Tuesday night 
contains a Treasury warrant, dated the 22d of October, directing that 
for the future no jetter shall be forwarded by post exceeding in 
length, breadth, width, or depth, the dimensions of two feet, or 
twenty-four inches ; aiso directing that the postage shall be pre-paid 
re acer exceeding four ounces in weignt.

LONDON. 

Tur New Housrs or Parttamunr, — Since the date of the archi- 
tect’s midsummer report, considerable progress has been made with 
the upper part of the central hall, The groined vault, 70 feet over 
(an immense work), is nearly finished, and over it has been built a 
brick cone to carry a spire, only recently determined on, if we un- 
derstand rightly. ‘This cone will be faced with masonry. Standing 
on the scaffolding here, it will be observed that the whole of the roots 
are now nearly finished. ‘The Victoria ‘Tower will bea grand thing 
when finished; the 90 feet which it has attained, out of the 346 to 
which it is to rise, afford enough to judge by. With the Clock 
Tower at the other end of the pile, and the spire on the Central 
Hall, it will entirely alter the character of the building externally, 
and remove the objection of want of variety of outline which is now 
occasionally urged. 

Tue New House or DETENTION, CLERKENWELL. — On Tuesday 
morning the new House of Detention for the county of Middlesex 
was «pened for the reception of prisoners committed for trial at the 
Middlesex sessions, or remanded for further examination by magis- 
trates. This prison has been constracted under the superintendence 
of the county architect, and contains altogether 270 cells; 150 being 
set apart for male prisoners, 70 for females, and the remainder are 
described as “reception cells” and “ punishment cells;” the latter 
for prisoners who are guilty of refractory conduct while in the prison. 
In the common cells the prisoner is furmshed with a table, towels, 
an unlimited supply of water, and a bed formed like a hammock, 
but strapped from side to side of the cell instead of being suspended, 
There are spacious airing yards, for the prisoners to have daily ex- 
ercise. Rooms have been fitted up as “consultation rooms” for 
prisoners and their legal advisers; and, altogether, the arrangements 
are such as to confer comfort upon the inmates of the establishment, 
while they wilt carry the principle of separate confinement out to its 
fullest extent. > 

Tue Common Law Couris. — On Monday the long vacation 
ended, when business was resumed at the offices of the common law 
courts, preparatory to Michaelmas term commencing on ‘Tuesday 
next, when the several courts of law and cquity will be opened. The 
lists of arrears in the three common law courts have been exhibited, 
and it is gratifying to observe that the continued exertions of the 
learned judges of the Court of Queen's Bench have considerably 
reduced the number of new trials iv arrear, Iu the Court of Queen’s 
Bench the arrears number 125. In the Common Pleas the arrears 
number 93. In the Court of Exchequer the arrears amount to 120. 
The total arrears number 238, and in the ensuing term application 
will be made for new trials in cases heard on the last circuit. 

Kina’s CoLLEGE, Lonnon. — Several important imprevements in 
connection with this institution are rapidly approaching completion, 
which will tend very materially to promote its efficiency. An addi- 
tional wing has been erected adjoining the principal's house, and 
thirteen sets of rooms, the staircase of which will open upon the col- 
lege quadrangle, will be ready in the present term, and the discipline, 
it is stated, will be more Stringent than that which is usual in our 
universities. Measures are in progress for providing a residence 
within the college precincts for all the theological students. 

Curses Hosrirar,—Saturday last being the anniversary of the 
birthday of King Edward VL, Was celebrated by a number of 
“ Blues,” or gentiemen educated in Christ's Hospital, dining toge- 
ther at the London Tavern. ‘I'he chair was taken by Joseph 
Beioley, Esq., supported by several old Blues, now governors of 
Christ’s Hospital. The evening was rendered peculiarly interesting 
by its being selected as the fit tume to present to Mr, Barnard, the 
honorary secretary, a splendid silver salver and tea service, bearing 
an inscription expressive of his zeal in the cause, and of the high re- 
gard in which he is held. Most of the toasts after dinner had direct 
ailusion to Christ’s Hospital, and the shouts with which they were 
responded to gave abundant evidence that every heart beat with gra- 
titude to the home of their childhood, 

Tur Lares’ Cuarity Scnoor,—On Tuesday, a meeting of sub- 
scribers to this charity was held in Bedford Row, John Masterman, 
Esq., M. P., presided. ‘The school was formerly situated in King 
Street, Snow Hill, but in consequence of pressing representations on 
the part of their medical advisers to change the site of the school 
from that crowded locality, the friends of the chayity endeavoured to 
raise funds to buiid a vew school-house. ‘The suin raised, 14004, 
was not found adequate, and at the same time the funds of the charity 
so fell off, that the managers were obliged to draw on the building- 
fund to meet the current expenditure, The result was, that instead 
of building new premises, the lease of the present house was pur- 
chased, and a balance of about 500, remained, Mr. Nutt now pro- 
posed, aud Mr. Deputy Bedford seconded, a resolution, for the 
purpose of appropriating this surplus to the general purposes of the 
charity. The resolution was unanimously adopted, 

Tue Burcuens’ CHARITABLE INstrrution, —The nineteenth an- 
niversary of this charity was held on Wednesday at the London 
‘Tavern, Bishopsgate Street. Mr. D, Salomans presided. About 
150 of the leading members of the trade sat down to an excellent 
dinner, after which the gratifying announcement was made, that, not- 
withstanding the recent depressed state of the trade, the funds of the 
institution had never been ina More satisfuctory condition. It was 
stated thatthe Building Fund Committee had purchased three acres 
and a half of freehold land, at Walham Green, Fulham, whereon 
they had erected fourteen almshouses, to be occupied by aged mem- 
bers of the trade who had known better days. Tne total sum in- 
vestid in the Three per Cents, 's 10,4384, anid the number of pen- 
sioners now on the funds of the institution is forty-six. The society 
gives pensions of twenty guineas to the men and fifteen guineas to 
the female recipients of the charity, besides a free residence in the 
almshouses, It appears that every master butcher may be elected a 
pensioner, although he may not have been a member of the 
society. ‘The donations and subscriptions of the evening amounted 
to about 2501.

When brought before the magistrates they stated that they had been 
previously in the workhouse, and were turned out by the master for 
playing a simpie game of cards on a wet day. 

Crare.—On Friday night a party of six men attacked the house 
of John M‘Mahon, of Craganfeigh, a man in the employment of 
Mr, James, of Bunraggy, for the purpose of obtaining his gun. 
M‘Mahon’s brother and brother-in-law being with him in the house, 
they vigorously resisted the attack of the party, beating one of them 
severely, and detaining him a prisoner; but the remainder of the 
party effected their escape, having succeeded in obtaining M‘Mahon’s 
vun, A number of the inhabitants assembled shortly afterwards at 
the house, and, after washing and dressing the wounds of the man 
whem they had detained as a prisoner, insisted upon his being set 
at liberty. 

James Molony, Esq., of Kiltannon, one of the most useful re- 
sident gentlemen in the county, employing a large population, is, 
with his family, obliged to become an absentee, owing to repeated 
notices he received marking his life for destruction if he did not part 
with several intelligent and industrious tenants. Shots were fired on 
Friday week to intimidate his household, and on Saturday morning 
three cows of his steward’s were shot and houghed, and Mr. Robo 
himself was fired at on Saturday returning home through the woods, 
where a large number of men lay in wait to murder him, but were 
dislodged by the police.

we went on board the Mammoth, and soon afterwards weighed 
anchor for returning home. We kept our course for Dungeness, 
and worked hard all night; and at twelve o'clock were yet consider- 
ably to the south-west of the lighthouse. 

September 5th,—At 2} a.m. anchored in Dungeness Roads, the 
tide having turned, and slept for a few hours, At daybreak got 
under weigh, and resumed our voyage. In rounding the point at 
Dungeness we found a very nasty sea, which compelled us to stretch 
out from the shore. We passed the lighthouse at 8 a.m. Worked 
to windward until 3 o'clock, when we arrived in Sandgate Roads, 
where we anchored. In about an hour we rowed up to the beach, 
and first mate went on shore to buy provisions, and on returning to 
the beach a boat was sent for him by the captain of a Deal lugger 
(the Spartan, William Cross). His vessel had left the Isle of ight 
the previous evening, and was anchored near us. We went on board, 
and the captain and crew were very kind to us, making up a capital 
fire in the cabin, where we dried our clothes, drank brandy and 
water, and were very comfortable. The grog seemed acceptable to 
the “ Spartans.” They were a jolly, open-hearted set of fellows,{and 
when we told them of our journey to France, they expressed great 


surprise, and did not like our being out in so small a vessel. ‘They 
pressed us very strongly to let them tow us to Dover, as they 
intended to sail for Deal at the turn of the tide. But we declined 
their kindness, preferring to continue our voyage without any assist- 
ance. The Spartan got under weigh at about half-past nine o’clock, 
and soon afterwards we rigged the awning and composed ourselves 
to rest, after deciding upon starting for Dover in the morning, 
September 6th (Sunday).—A rose at 54 a.m, A most lovely morn- 
ing. Bathed, and afterwards pulléd to the shore, as we wanted milk 
for breakfast. I landed, and the others were to keep the boat off 
until I returned. When I did so they brought her up too soon, and 
the sea was breaking overher. As I jumped in, a wave struck her‘ 
and knocked me overboard “ into the tumbling billows of the main,” 
I scrambled in a second time, and was only the worse by a good 
wetting, which, having bathed,before, made it pleasant.

We then cleaned her out, and got 
ready for starting. When we tried to weigh anchor we found that 
we could not get it up, and for a long time despaired of doing so. 
We thought we should be compelled to leave it behind, and did not 
much relish the idea of so doing, so we set to work manfully, and by 
good management and the assistance of the tide, which was flowing 
fast, we succeeded, although our cable was stranded. At llł a.m. 
we made sail, and went along pleasantly. At Folkstone we entered 
the harbour, and after taking a short survey sailed out again. The 
wind, which had been very light, dropped entirely, and we drifted up 
with the tide, under a scorching sun, until about 2 p-m., when we ar. 
rived at Dover. We found a berth inside the inner harbour, and after 
dressing took a walk, calling at the post office, being in anxious ex- 
pectation of receiving a letter, containing a remittance of money, 
having written when at Rye, requesting that a money order might be 
forwarded to Dover.

Lieutenant Holmes, of her Majesty’s ship Calliope, and the 
crew of a gun-boat returned the fire with great vigour and bravery, 
being exposed for many hours, but their gun was finally disabled. 
No lives were lost on our side, but several of the enemy were killed, 
including two chiefs, Maketu and Tutua, who were killed simulta- 
neously while quarrelling about the plunder of Mr, Churtons’ 
house. Governor Grey, hearing of the attack, proceeded to Wan- 
ganui with 100 men of the 65th and eighty sailors; but not thinking 
it prudent to attack the natives with that force, returned to Welling- 
ton, and set out again, accompanied by Te Whero Whero and To- 
mate Waka, two friendly chiefs, and a force of soldiers, sailors, ma- 
rines, police, and volunteers, amounting to 700 men, commanded by 
Lieutenant-Colonel M‘Cleverty and Captains Stanley and Hoseason. 
It was found impossible, however, to come to close quarters with 
the natives. The Maories fired from brushwood and hillocks, lying 
down upon their backs to load, and falling flat on their faces the 
moment they saw a flash from the boats, With the exception of the 
destruction of a few warras by the sailors, nothing material was ac- 
complished, while the enemy’s loss had been ascertained not to ex- 
ceed forty men, Rauperaha had been released from his imprison- 
ment on board the Calliope, and allowed to go free, on the under- 
taking of Tomate Waka and Te Whero Whero. There is no other 
news of importance.

Our circum- 
stances were really distressing, as after purchasing the stores we re- 
quired, we should be reduced to a few shillings, and we had to make 
our way to London. We still hoped that the anxiously expected 
letter would atrive on the morrow, but thought it better to be pre- 
pared for the worst. It would have amused any one to have heard 
our committee of ways and means. Dined, and strolled about until 
nine o'clock, and at half-past turned into bed, but were awakened at 
half-past ten by a barge (alongside of which we were moored) getting 
under weigh. We were very reluctantly obliged to get up and find 
another berth, which we at last succeeded in doing, and were not 
again disturbed. : 

September 8th.— Arose at half-past five, and prepared for starting. 
Breakfasted, and went again to the post office—no letter, At1o 
min. past 11 a.m. we left Dover. At about 25 min, to 1 abreast of 
Deal. Saw our friends the ‘** Spartans,” who, as we passed, recog- 
nised us, Wind S.W. by S., and the sea delightful. ORF Ramsgate 
at half-past 1. Wind S.S.W. At 2% we passed Kingsgate. At 3} 
p.m. off Margate. Up to this we had a capital sail, having made 
about thirty miles in four hours. At 10 min. past 5 the wind havin 
dropped, and the tide fast ebbing, we anchored. Cliff end W. 
by S. 4 W.; Birchington Church, S.W. by W.; Margate pier, 
S.S. E. 4 E. ; 3 miles from Margate, and 1} mile from shore. After 
dining we slept until 9 p.m., when we made sail, and continued our 
voyage until half-past 3 o'clock Wednesday morning, 

September 9th, when we anchored near the beacon of the Gillman 
Shoal, alongside of the Jane of London, a Margate trader. The mate 
asked us to go on board, the night being very damp. We were glad 
to do so, and slept in their cabin until6 a.m. Breakfasted, and at 
10 min. past 8 got under weigh. There being no wind dropped 
anchor again, and had a delightful bathe. At half-past 9 the flood-

Sir Robert Peel, in introducing the last of these unJust mea- 
sures, admitted most fully that the former Act had been produc- 
tive of the most ruinous effects; he described in memorable lan- 
guage, the panics, bankruptcies, improvident speculations, un- 
steadiness of prices, and social miseries it had inflicted ; and 
declared that without the “ complement” of 1844 it must be mis- 
chievous in continuance. The right honourable baronet is, there- 
fore, bound, on the re-assembling of Parliament, to move the 
repeal of the imperfect legislation that remains. 

It is pitiable to contemplate the ungracious and clumsy manner 
in which the act of justice has been performed by the unwilling 
servants of her Majesty. History will be searched in vain for 
a precedent of the government of a great commercial nation 
stipulating that its subjects should be restrained by a minimum 
rate of interest, and that as high as eight per cent.! Eight per 
cent. as a minimum of the Bank of England on the lodgment of 
government securities, must, it is to be feared, practically establish 
rates by private bankers to their customers of ten, twelve, or 
even fifteen per cent.: the more needy their customers the more 
oppressed they will be by large demands, as matter of course. 

But this is not all: the Government claims from the Bank of 
England, that.to the public coffers should be consigned the interest 
accruing from this ungracious concession — presenting itself in 
the attitude of the Exactor upon the Queen’s suffering subjects in 
the time of their utmost need — suffering not by any fault of their 
own, but entirely under the operation of an act, the principle of 
which the Government has at length destroyed. We shall not be 
surprised to see a formidable phalanx of the members of genres 
but solvent firms approaching Parliament with compensatory 
claims for the many millions they have lost, and we do not see 
how their reasonable demands can be resisted. The promised 
“ bill of indemnity” will afford the best possible opportunity of 
asserting their claims. 

We confess that we were humbled for the credit of our country 
when we first perused the letter of Lord John Russell and Sir 
Charles Wood to the Directors of the Bank of England, in which 
they earnestly invite the investment of foreigners in our fee 
at the low point to which they have been depressed. They little 
know, we suspect, the effect of the policy they have been pur- 
suing upon the credit of this country on the continent of Europe; 
they have not known, though they ought to have known, how 
letters of credit of the very first banking-houses of London have 
been repudiated by European bankers; and that travellers have 
been obliged to halt on their journeys to await more negociable 
remittances from home. It will take years to recover the national 
credit which has been thus impaired. : 

The whole concession on the part of the supporters of Sir 
Robert Peel’s miserable policy has been made in the hope of its 
being temporary only ; but we much mistake if, with the evidence 
we have had of the unsuitableness of gold as an internal currency, 
Ministers will dare, in a new Parliament, to report that they have 
re-established the measure of 1844 by the expected gold from the 
United States and from Russia : that from the United States has al- 
ready failed them. Englishmen must be lost to all their former 
spirit if they are found consenting to a further and invited invest- 
ment by the Autocrat of some millions more of his treasure in the 
British funds, to be suddenly withdrawn at some critical moment, 
when the designs of Russia. upon Turkey are mature. At a mo- 
ment when Great Britain should be prepared for all the vigour of 
warfare in support of her ancient ally, she might find her funds 
again knocked down from 96 to 80, while her wary invester will 
find in the profit he obtains, that the pockets of Englishmen have 
been emptied to supply to her Opponent the sinews of war, It 
would then be found that the far-seeing autocrat had verily ate 
“ quartering upon his enemy,” and we should be covered with the 
confusion we nationally deserved,

Bunn v. Linn. — A short time back Mr. Justice Williams, on an 
application at chambers on the part of the defendant, granted a com- 
mission for the viva voce examination of witnesses at Berlin, and 
made it returnable on the first day of the ensuing Michaelmas term, 
Mr. Lewis, of the firm of Lewis and Lewis, was appointed a commis- 
sioner on the part of the plaintiff; and Mr. Hoggins, the barrister, 
for the defendant. ‘I'he commissioners proceeded to Berlin in the 
course of last week to examine the witnesses, and there they waited 
a week in the expectation that Mr. Hoggins would receive his in- 
structions. Nothing, however, was done in the matter, and the 
commissioner on the part of the plaintiff returned to London, Be- 
fore another commission can be issued an application must be made 
to one of the learned judges, 

Wurrecuarey County Court. — Reep v. VALENTINE. — This 
was an action brought by Mr. J. Reed, a schoolmaster, against the 
Rev. W. Valentine, incumbent of St. Thomas, Stepney, to recover 
6l, a balance of wages for his services as master of the Colet Na- 
tional Schools, attached to the church in which the reverend de- 
fendant officiates. The plaintiff said he was recommended by the 
National Society’s Training Institution at Westminster to the situ- 
ation of master of the Colet schools, and elected by the committee of 
subscribers. He was promised by the defendant four rooms well 
furnished, and an assistant. There were upwards of 180 children in 
the school, but the defendant never procured him an assistant, and he 
was provided with two rooms at the top of the building very scantily 
furnished, A-few weeks since he was offered a better situation as 
master of the schools at Plaistow, and tendered his resignation to the 
defendant, who refused to accept it unless he gave three months’ 
notice, and also refused to pay the arrears of salary, 6l, due to him, 
Mr. Pelham, who represented the defendant, contended that the 
plaintiff had not complied with the rules of the National Society’s 
Training Institution, and that he was not in expectition of the situ- 
ation at Plaistow till after he had given notice of his resignation of 
the Colet schools. He then asked for an adjournment until the rev. 
defendant could attend, for he was instructed he had a complete an- 
Swer to the case. The judge refused to adjourn the case, and said 
this was a demand for wages for work and labour actually performed, 
and made an order for the amount demanded, with costs, to be paid. 

Centra Crimixat Court,—On Wednesday, John Ovenston, up- 
holsterer, was indicted for feloniously shooting at George Crawley, 
with intent to murder him. In other counts the intent of the pri- 


soner was laid to be to maim and disable the prosecutor, or to do him 
grievous bodily harm. 


The prisoner, who still appeared to be suffer- 
ing from the injury he inflicted upon himself at the time of the 
transaction, was allowed to be seated during the trial. Mr. Crawley 
and several other witnesses deposed to the facts well known to the 
public, and after evidence had been received as to the state of the 
prisoner's mind, Baron Maule briefly summed up, and the jury, after 
being absent for half-an-hour, returned into court, and gave a ver- 
dict of “ Not guilty,” on the ground of insanity. ‘Ihe prisoner was 
ordered to be detained during her Majesty’s pleasure.

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LITERATURE. 


‘The Players, or the Stage of Life. By T. J. Serle. 
- Colburn. 


Mr. Serle is known to the public as a pleasant dramatic writer’ 
and a gentleman of varied literary attainments. His familiarity with 
_the stage has qualified him to treat of the manners and habits of 
thought of the professors of the histrionic art ; and his general 
acquaintance with the other classes of society enables him to inter- 
weave popular views of life with the sketches which form the staple 
of his work. In the present novel we have a variety of the elements 
of fiction worked up into a very agreeable narrative, in which “ the 
Players” take a conspicuous part, without absorbing the entire in- 
terest of the work. There is an estate with a rightful heir and a dis- 
puted possession, a pleasant infusion of love, abundance of character, 
and a sufficiency of incident. But Mr. Serle does not make much 
appeal to the sympathies and sensibilities of his readers; his aim is 
rather to amuse than to distress—to give even to the troubles and 
calamities of life a light and agreeable colouring. It is, in short, a 
book that the lackadaisical wilt lay aside as deficient in “ harrowing” 
properties, but which the student of life as it is will devour for its 
truthfulness and humanity. 

In making extracts from “ the Players,” we shall best aid the pur- 
pose of the author by taking those portions which exhibit his know- 
ledge of the phases of the Thespic character. The pictures he has 
drawn are rigidly accurate—not always flattering, but rarely unjust. 
His description of an author’s difficulties in getting his pieces ac- 
cepted, the treatment they afterwards receive from managers and 
actors, and the tranchant method in which they are dealt with by 
the press, ate painted with the hand of a man who, if he has not ex- 
perienced the troubles he details, has very accurately studied the 
sufferings of others.

A PLAYER’S AGE.—It is a curious thing, the age of a player. A player has, 
even to himself, hardly more of a real age than a figure in a picture. Generally 
speaking, the actor chooses the figure he will be, juvenile or aged, and keeps it 
while the picture holds together ; the colours are rubbed out, or the canvas rots, 
but as long as you can trace the outline, it is still the same. Some never choose 
to be young ; they take up the grandfather at eighteen, and continue the course 
of their venerable existence till the public wonders at the vigour they retain at 
five-and-thirty. Spirits, manners, and conversation often answer to all this ; so 
that no one has a more implicit belief in the perennial youth of a Romeo than 
the happy possessor. 

Tue Actor’s LiFe. When I see the splendid palace which is devoted to 
your art, and hear the cheering enthusiasm with which its exertions are hailed, I 
need hardly asked what led you to become an actor. If I had a profession to 
choose, I am not certain that, joined with the great wealth that is to be 
mnga by it, if we may believe the newspapers, I should not prefer it to any 
other. 

Leslic smiled : “ Our wealth—that is, generally speaking, may be inferred 
from the simple circumstance that, except the fortunate and the provident—and 
some of them are not exempt—the actors look upon the two charitable funds as 
their surest provision for old age. Our wealth, or even the amount of our in. 
come, is the strangest mistake that is made about us, A star of the first magni- 
tude takes a large nightly sum—perhaps, in the provinces, half the receipts: if 
his course continues, and he is careful, he amasses an independence ; but people 
forget that the community of actors have only the remainder among them, and 
all expenses to pay out of it too. This is not far from the case in London ; the 
few take, the pounds, and leave their brethren the shillings. Observe, this is 
not blameworthy in them: quite as great differences.exist in all the arts n 
ang a man must be content with his share in the lottery, be it blank or 
prize.

Many write for years and years 
before they are cheered with the least sign of encouragement : if they do not leave 
off in despair, perhaps by that time they have learned enough of their difficult 
art to produce a really actable piece ; or they work their way by means of the 
minor theatres, where crude attempts are more leniently criticised, both by 
manager and audience.” 

*“ But I saw an old man.” 

“ Ah, he probably was worn out in the service; and though he might in his 
time have seen those very doors fly open to him with all the ostentatious bustle of 
welcome, yet, when he haa tired the reader with a little of the twaddle of his 
age, and the public had been satiated with his style—or his powers, though in his 
own estimation clear as ever, had decayed in their effect upon the treasury—the 
hinges would be too rusty to turn for his entrance.” 

“ Poor fellow !” sighed Eustace. 

“ Ay,” said Leslie, “ poor fellow! But remember, we are trustees for the 
public; and, if we consider anything but the will and pleasures of our masters, 
we must pay for our good-nature, and that in a tenfold greater degree than any 
direct charitable relief, But you were talking of a visit behind the scenes: — 
now, if you merely wish to inspect the machinery of the theatre, when no one is 
busied there, why walk in with me when you please ; but if you wish to see the 
men and women easily, and uoon such terms as will enable you toestimatethem, 
I scarcely know of any method, short of becoming one of themselves,” 

“ How?” exclaimed Eustace. . 

“ Why, except the personal friends of the manager, almost every ona who 
enters a green-room is either author, actor, or critic of the first class; though 
the latter of any class has no business there, and the entrance of a stranger 
would only produce a cold silence, not very likely to assist your observations.” 

“ This is indeed a difficulty,” said Eustace. “I cannot at this moment make 
up my mind which of these characters I might best assume; and yet, I own, I 
should like to mingle in that scene, and watch its living figures.” * 

“ I will think how best to accomplish it,” said Leslie, “but do not be disap- 
pointed if I fail, Remember, we are there in a business, which, though perhaps 
mere amusement to those who witness the results, costs careful, assiduous 
labour in thg preparation. No one thinks of accosting a barrister in the 
midst of a cause in which he is concerned, or insisting upon admission to the 
studio of a painter, and yct neither has more need of his quiet self-possession 
than an actor. JI grant you that of late years both principle and practice have 
been broken in upon by those who have looked upon our poor art as a mere toy, 
or at best a means to make money—and upon its followers as a sort of meniat 
hirzlings ; but even these indulge no one’s caprices but their own. But this is a 
sickening subject to think of. I should like to show you the green-room if I 
thought I could make you fully understand it. It is necessary to separate the 
idle dissolute from the artist ; accept the latitude of familiarity as a conventional 
thing—or put it to its best account—a real friendly esprit de corps—a sort of 
almost family regard, as in many cases it is; and remember that such a place of 
assemblage is, after all, but a sort of stage coach, in which it would be rather 
ridiculous to judge of the rest of the passengers from the first individual who 

stepped out,” 

Tue Green-noom (Eusrace’s FRIEND).—The green-room began to fill—it 
was a fashionable night, and more than the usual number of loungers had gained 
access to the scenes. Leslie recognised one as he entered:
